He 
was returned unopposed in 
August, 1962, then re-elected 
in August, 1965, when he 
was the first elected candi- 
date from_a_ field of 6.

Effluent flowing into the bay 
from the Mulga and Civic Parade 
drains is eight times worse than the 
discharge from any other outlet, 
creek or stream flowing into Port 
Phillip Bay said Cr. J. J. Ginifer at 


Monday’s Council 


meeting. 


Cr, Ginifer, Commissioner of the Board of 
Works, said recent tests taken by the Board 
revealed a very high bacteria and E.coli count. 


As well as storm water 
these drains carry household 
waste water. 

“Would it not be better 
‘o put this waste water 
through the purification 

lant and then into the 

y?" queried Cr. Ginifer. 

He said construction of 
the plant at Altona West is 
on_ schedule. 

When in operation house- 
hold waste water will be 
discharged into the sewer- 
age system leading to the 
plant. 

The only water then to 
flow down the drains should 
be rain water. 

Now knowing the extent 
of the pollution of the water 
flowing from these drains 
verhaps further  eonSsidera- 
tion should be given to the 
development of the Laver- 
ton Estate which will have 
drainage discharging _ into 
the large Altona West drain 
under construction, said Cr. 
Ginifer. 

He suggested there should 
investigation Car- 
vied out to find if there 
should be séme semblance 
of treatment of the waters 
from this estate. . 

Cr, Ginifer asked if a 
special meeting of Council 
could be called to discuss 
whether they’ should or 
should not go ahead with 
Aevelopment of the estate 
or to consider developing 
the first part as a_ pilot 
section. ‘i 

Also it appears the devel- 
opers of the Notla Estate 
are hoping to discharge inte 
the Altona West drain, said 
Cr. Ginifer. : 

The Notla estate is west 
of the explosives reserve 
and buffer zone and south 
of Queen Street. ; 

Cr. Ginifer —_ suggested 
there could be a recurrence 
of trouble experienced with 
the Mulga Street drain if 
the developers of Notla Eo 
plans as. sul 


ahead with 
mitted to the’ Board of 
Works. 


He added that the Board 
of Works engineers also_are 
concerned with the Notla 
plans. 

The plans show a “battery 
of drainage pipes” six 
48-inch pipes — going across 
country: and not with the 
eontour of the land ‘to the 
Altona West drain. 

Problems could be  cre- 
ated by tidal waters back- 
ing up drains, said Cr. Gini- 
er. 

After discussion among 
concillors it was decided 
to hold a General Purposes 
Committee meeting on Aug- 
ust 26 and by gentlemen's 
agreemént to permit the 
newly elected but not sworn 
in councillors sit in on the 
discussion and if desired 
present their views.

Annual Report 


The sixty-fourth Annual Report of the Royal Life 
Saving Society, Victoria Branch, shows a continued 
upward trend in the number of awards gained during 


ithe season 1967-68. A total of 41,950 awards were 


issued as against 34,898 in 1966-67 and 26,238 in 


1965-66. 


One of the contributing factors in this 


lincrease is the number of awards being gained 


by pupils of Primary, Secondary, High, Tech- 
nical and Catholic schools. 


Another is the — record 
number of Safe Swimmers’ 
Certificates, Survival Certi- 
ficates, Intermediate Stars, 
and Bars to Intermediate 
Stars which were gained. 
Most of these awards are 
gained by junior life savers 
and this augurs well for 
the future of the Society 
as it could mean a growing 
interest in Life Saving. 


In the premiership com- 
petition for the W. P. Hales 
Shield, the Victoria Police 
regained their supremacy 
after losing it last year 
after an unbroken run of 
20. years to HMAS Cer- 
berus (R.A.N.). 

The ‘Jolly Tars’’ had to 


be content with ~ second 
place this year. . 
The W. P. Hales Shield 


is awarded to the club or 
organisation which gains 
most points for awards 
taken during the year. 
Well over 800 organisa- 
tions, including Life Sav- 
ing clubs, swimming clubs, 
schools, colleges, youth 
clubs, ete., participate in 
this competition. 


Apart from .the Victoria 
Police and HMAS Cerberus, 
Brighton | Grammar and 
Geelong Grammar have the 
most consistent record over 
the past few years. 

Altona finished in 43rd 
position with 419 points, 
which was a great improve- 
ment on last year's 66th 
position with 265 points, and 
was bettered only in " 
when the club finished 26th 
with 524 points. 

In the club premiership 
for the W. F. Henley Shield 
Altona finished in 12th posi- 
tion (6th last year). 


RESCUES AND FIRST AID 


During the year Life Sav- 
ing clubs made 76 rescues 
and treated 2,517 first aid 
cases which was an_ in- 
crease of nearly 200 on last 
year, : 

Altona Life Savers made 
1 rescue and treated 158 
first aid cases of which 24 
required medical or hos- 
pita! treatment. This was 
an increase on last year’s 
figure of 89 fiirst aid cases 
and was almost certainly 
due to the exceptionally hot 
weather which brought rec- 
ord crowds to our beach. 

The number of cuts 
eaused by broken glass was 
very small, due to the 
vigilance of all members ° of 
organisations which _partici- 
pated in the Shire Coun- 
cil’s 
Clean.’

INCREASE IN 
DROWNINGS 


One disturbing feature in 
the report was the con- 
tinued increase in deaths 
by drowning. In Victoria 
(country ‘and metropolitan) 
there were 143 deaths by 
drowning from June 1, 1967, 
to_ May 31, 1968. 

In 1966-67 the figure was 
79 and in 1965-65 it was 53. 

Of the 143 drownings in 
1967-68, 22 were children 
under the age of 7. These 
drownings are . listed as 
“caused by neglect.” It is 


the duty of parents to see 
that their children are 
taught to swim and _ that 


they are not left on their 
own when bathing in the 
sea, pools, rivers or lakes, 
etc., until they are com- 
petent swimmers. 


GOVERNMENT GRANTS 

In 1965 the State Govern- 
ment realised the difficulty 
which Life Saving clubs ex- 
perienced in raising funds 
to build repair club- 
houses. 

A building fund was 
established to assist clubs 
on a $2 for $1 basis with 
a maximum grant of $6,000 
to_ any one club. 

In “1965 grants totalling

$9,992 were made to 16 
clubs in varying amounts. 
In 1986 the amount al- 
located was $13,266 be- 
tween 8 clubs. 

In 1967 7 clubs received 
a total of $16,734. _ 

Grants approved in 1968 
total $14,999 between 12 
clubs. 

Altona has been granted 
$1,266 towards the cost of 
building a new _ property 
and equipment room, The 
club will raise the balance 
of $633. .

The fabulous Beatles have heen the trendsetters 
of the World Pop Scene for over five years now bu 


how much further can they go? 


When the Liverpool group with 
its Mersey Beat started out under 
the guidance of Brian Epstein, the 
Beatles were four fun-loving mop- 
hairs bent on shaking the teenage 
world into hysteria and turmoil. 


But now, five years later, the Beatles have 
been through many phases and their music hos 
matured, to say the least. Radical changes have 
taken place in the lives of all four Beatles and 
in particular John Lennon for whom life has 
become very involved —- it would seem. 


For John (like his three Because despite their dif- 


companions) has become the 
victim of his own success. 
He has everything that mo- 
ney can buy but this is not 
enough, because like many 
other people who have 
made money, he most be 
probing ani exploring to 
find an escape all the time, 
Otherwise he is bored 
and he ceases to exist as 
a human ‘being. 


This factor has been evi- 
dent for the past five years 
and has reflected in both 
the doings and music of the 
Beatles. 


For instance, the Beatles 
started taking LSD and im- 


ed| mediately sparked off the 


brief end of ‘Flower Po- 
wer.” They were not solely 
responsible for the hippy 
movement because let's face 
it, beatniks have been 
around for years. And in 
San Francisco the Mamas 
and Papas and Scott Mac- 
Kenzie probably did as 
much as the Beatles to 
mote the “Make Love Not 
War" policy. 


But. it was Paul McCar- 
they who stated that  ta- 
king LSD made him believe 
in God. And I know from 


interviewing various pop 
groups that many people 
were influenced by the 
Beatles’’ statements. 


Jt was not long after the 
Beatles gave away LSD for 
meditation that the hippy 
movement died overnight, 
the Mamas and the Papas 
snlit up and Scott, MacKen- 
zie swapped his hippy robes 
for a suit to do night club 
work. 


Then the eyes of the pop 
world were on the Maharishi 
Yogi and quite a few 
people attended his lecture 
at Festival Hall, Melbourne 
Jast. year. Some walked out 
half way through the lec- 
ture quite baffled while 
others like Keith Barker of 
the Wild Cherries and the 
odd Twilight stayed to try 
and discover what the Beat- 
les saw in the Maharishi. 

Tf the Beatles hadn’t ap- 
vroached the Mahirishi, few 
neople would have heard 
of him. Following in the 
Beatles’ footsteos were Do- 
vovan, Mia Farrow, The 
Beach Boys and countless 
others. 


The Beatles’ records sud- 
denly contained the Indian 
influence and in no time 
everyone was sporting heads 
ead worshipping the Sitar. 
George Harrison studied un. 
jer Ravi Shankar and I'll 
bet the Sitar-makets in India 


.did a roaring trade. 


And now John Lennon has 
decided that he wants to 
marry the mysterious Yoko 
Ona who made a wild film 
ahout (would vou believe?) 
“many bare bottoms.” 

Will John find happiness 
and peace of mind his new 
bride? I hope so.

Beatles have managed to 
remain at the top for the 
past five years, And this 
has been an outstanding 
achievement. Like most of 
us they are growing up 
day by day and constantly 
falling in and out of ilove 
with various things. 

They have progressed 
from the rythm and blues 
sound of the Mersey Beat 
to the Indian sound of 
“Within You Without You,” 
the classical sound of “A
